Niagara wins the War of 1812 again

QMI Agency Niagara 

The cannons, muskets 
and swords have been put 

As have the red and blue 

So, was the five years of 
planning worth it? 

Was the more than $15 
million that went towards 
infrastructure and program¬ 
ming support money well 
spent? 

The Niagara 1812 Legacy 
Council, the superintendent 
of heritage for the Niagara 
Parks Commission and a 
senior member of the fed¬ 
eral government that forked 
over a good chunk of that 
cash say an unequivocal 
yes. 

“It definitely was a suc¬ 
cess," says Brian Merrett, 
chief executive officer for 
the council, which was cre¬ 
ated in 2007 as a cross-bor¬ 
der, nonprofit organization 
to increase public aware¬ 
ness and participation in 
the bicentennial of the War 
of 1812. 


“You have to ask yourself: 
What did we set out to do? 
We set out to increase 
awareness of the War of 
1812 and to increase aware¬ 
ness of how important the 
War of 1812 was to our 
region and to our country. 

“I think we succeeded in 
doing that” 

Merrett says the council 
never considered condens¬ 
ing the bicentennial cele¬ 
brations and doesn't believe 
the public became worn 
down by countless com¬ 
memorative events that 
wereheldffom2012 through 
2014. 

“We did it in an appropri¬ 
ate way. We never consid¬ 
ered doing it all at once. We 
followed die calendar and it 
was the right thing to do.” 

He says attendance at 
baffie reenactments and at 
heritage sites were “way up” 
in 2012, 2013 and 2014. 
More visitors came from the 
Greater Toronto Area and 
New York State and the 
number of hits on the coun¬ 
cil’s website was also “an 
indication of widespread 
support” 


He says the bicenten¬ 
nial celebrations received 
international media atten¬ 
tion, such as in the Wall 
Street loumal and the New 
York Times. 

Millions of dollars were 
spent to make improve¬ 
ments to sites such as Old 
Fort Erie, Laura Secord 
Homestead and Niagara 
Falls History Museum in 
preparation for the multi¬ 
year bicentennial celebra- 

Federal, provincial, 
regional and municipal 
money supported sympo- 


and allowed various local 
groups to get involved. 
Sponsorships and corporate 
donations also helped to 
make the bicentennial a 
success, says Merrett. 

lim Hill, superintendent 
of heritage for the Niagara 
Parks Commission, says he 
was surprised by how many 
more people attended 
annual battle reenactments 
during the bicentennial 

For example, Hill says the 
reenactment of the Battle of 


Queenston Heights in 2007 
saw 300 reenactors and 
1,000 spectators attend. In 
2012, 900 reenactors regis¬ 
tered, while an estimated 
15,000 people visited the 
grounds throughout the 

“We thought people 
would get 1812’d out, but 
that didn’t seem to be the 
case,” says Hill, who narrat¬ 
ed some of the battle reen¬ 
actments. 

“For the Siege of Fort Erie 
in August (2014), we had 
1,100 reenactors - we usu¬ 
ally have 650 - and we had 
double the number of spec¬ 
tators we normally get 

“The story line kept 
changing and more people 
were becoming aware of 
what happened in their 
community.” 

He says Niagara faced a 
unique challenge. While a 
lot of regions in North 
America were able to com¬ 
memorate the bicentennial 
in 10 days, which matched 
those regions’ involvement 
in the war 200 years ago, “it 
didn’tlastlOdays in Niagara, 
it lasted 30 months basical¬ 


ly- 

Hill says the work that 
was done during the bicen¬ 
tennial will allow Niagara’s 
heritage sites to continue to 
grow in popularity. 

“We have put these places 
in a good position to have 
their incredible, dramatic 
stories move on into the 
next century. It was a gift to 
the people of Niagara and 
Canada.” 

Niagara Falls MP Rob 
Nicholson says the millions 
of dollars the federal gov¬ 
ernment spent on the bicen¬ 
tennial was a “tremendous 
investment because of the 
importance the war played 
in Canadian history. 

“It was a defining 
moment. It separated us 
from our neighbours to the 
south,” he says, adding it 
also signalled the beginning 
of 200 years of peace 
between Canada and the 
United States. 

Nicholson says he liked 
the way the celebrations 
rolled out He says he will 
never forget the 200th anni¬ 
versary of the Laura Secord 
walk in 2013, where he was 


joined by the prime minis¬ 
ter’s wife, or the 200th anni¬ 
versary celebration at the 
Battle of Lundy's Lane in 

“These spectacular 
events will forever stand out 
in people's minds.” 

There is one more signa¬ 
ture bicentennial reenact¬ 
ment planned: The signing 
of the Treaty of Ghent, 
scheduled for Feb. 17. A 
procession will take place at 
2 p.m. from St. Mark’s 
Church in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake to the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake courthouse. 

A peace treaty was signed 
at Ghent and was ratified by 
the British parliament in 
December 1814. But due to 
the era’s slow communica¬ 
tion, it took weeks for news 
of the peace treaty to reach 
the U.S. Battles continued 
until the treaty was ratified 
by the U.S. Senate in 
February 1815. 

There will be other small 
bicentennial celebrations 
through August on both 
sides of the border.

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DSBN asks town to kick in 
funding for theatre and library 

The District School Board of Niagara has asked the 
Town of Fort Erie to kick in $3.7 million to fund a 
shared library and theatre for the town’s future high 
school which is set to open in September 2017. 

If Fort Erie council votes to finance either project, 
it could impact property taxes. 

A report brought to council on Jan. 12 outlined 
ways for the Town to fund the project which includes 
borrowing money, applying for grants, fundraising, 
or raising property taxes. 

If the Town of Fort Erie finances a library, that 
could mean a 1% increase in the tax levy in 2015, 
2016, and 2017 to raise $645,000 to pay for the proj- 

Should the Town choose to fund a theatre, prop¬ 
erty taxes would need to be increased by 5% each 
year for the next three years. 

The DSBN doesn’t require the funds until the spring 
of 2017, which allows “an opportunity to spread the 
financial loading on the budget,” according to the 
report issued by town staff. 

Councif is expected to make a decision about wheth¬ 
er or not to support the projects after hearing com¬ 
ments from the public during an open house that was 
held at town hall on Tuesday evening.

Council should

It has come to my atten¬ 
tion through the media 
that the newly elected 
council has come to an ill 
considered decision to fill 
the Ward 2 vacant council¬ 
lor position upon the pass¬ 
ing of Rick Shular against 
the advice of Town staff at 
its Council-in-Commitee 
meeting of 12 Jan. 2015. 


In the 2014 election, 
councillors ran on their 
plank of fiscal responsibil¬ 
ity and their decision to 
hold a byelection for the 
vacancy would cost an 
estimated $42,109 which 
has not been budgeted for 
as outlined in a report 
brought to council. 

This is a very expensive 
and time consuming deci¬ 
sion and goes against their 
claim of being “fiscally 
responsible” especially 
when the Town is being 
asked to “pony up” $3.7 
million for the new liigh 
school library and theatre 
which would increase 
taxes by 5% or so.

This would give council 
their full quota of council¬ 
lors and cost nothing. 

The report brought to 
council summarizes the 
financial and staffing 
implications. 

It appears the newbies 
have learned nothing from 
the fiascoes of previous 
council in wasting tax dol- 

I would strongly recom¬ 
mend that council recon¬ 
sider their decision and 
appoint Mr. John 
Mollicone, the runner up 
if he is willing to serve.

This past month, 
Regional Council received 
the first draft of its Economic 
road map entided Looking 
Out To Focus In Fostering 
an Environment for 
Economic Prosperity. 

The Action Plan, as it 
should be, is results driven 
and includes four key mea¬ 
sures that will inevitably be 
an indicator of how well 
Niagara is performing. 

They include employ¬ 
ment growth, budding per¬ 
mit growth (investment), 
regional population growth 
and an increase in the 
number of new business in 
Niagara. 

Besides the usual burn¬ 
ing platform issues, it 
speaks to innovative ways 
to address some of our 
challenges. 

Transportation, electric¬ 
ity and utility costs, skdls 
shortages, regional clusters, 
foreign trade zones and 
developing economic part¬ 
nerships in the private and 
not-for-profit sectors.

It is a fluid document. 
Which means, like

A name has been cho¬ 
sen, land has been pur¬ 
chased and a new Principal 
given the challenge of pre¬

Congratulations Mr.

Rather than debate the 
merits of the new location 
and the accompanying 
closures, those were the 
decisions of a previous 
Council in consultation 
with the District School 
Board of Niagara, I think it 
provides a moment for 
Fort Erie to celebrate and 
also challenges us to 
embrace the potential 
economic benefits. 

Yes, I said building a 
new high school presents 
economic benefits. 

Under normal circum¬ 
stances there wouldn’t be 
involvement from a

It is outside Council’s 
mandate. 

But I will suggest, from 
an economic develop¬ 
ment perspective, the 
moment the DSBN 
engaged the Town of Fort 
Erie to provide funding for 
elements of the build-out 
with respect to a new 
library and auditorium 
and performing arts facil¬ 
ity, they inevitably opened 
the door to have a conver¬ 
sation about what our 
investment in education 
could look like and per¬ 
haps a chance to discuss 
issues that currently 
plague Fort Erie. 
Specifically skill shortag- 

If we are willing to invest 
in a portion of the physi¬ 
cal build-out of a new high 
school, should we not be 
looking first at opportuni¬ 
ties for curriculum reform, 

influence it, by having a 


conversation about what 
that investment will look 
like and ultimately pro- 

Is there an opportunity 
to engage our partners in 
industry, labour, non¬ 
profits, education institu¬ 
tions and governments 
and be part of a potential 
new learning model that 
utilizes high skills appren¬ 
ticeships and industrial 
mentors that might pre¬ 
pare our students, those 
who choose not to pursue 
post secondary education, 
for success in specific 
fields identified in emerg¬ 
ing markets? 

Lets have a conversa¬ 
tion about what a class¬ 
room in 2020 looks like. 

One that will meet the 
demands of students pre¬ 
paring for their place in a 
new global economy that 
is trending towards tech¬ 
nology and high skill 
trades. 

Classrooms that are 
specialized and perhaps 


require specific design 
elements and technical 
specifications not normal¬ 
ly associated with an 
everyday classroom and 
not easily retro-fitted at an 
affordable cost. 

Who knows, perhaps 
one that can host flight 
simulators and robotic 
technology and that can 
house the requirements 
for delivering innovative 
programs that prepare our 
children for success. 

We know there are high 
skilled manufacturing 
jobs available. 

We know there is a skills 
shortage in Niagara. 

We know a lot of those 
jobs and careers are in the 
aerospace industry that 
Fort Erie is home too. 

Having that conversa¬ 
tion seems like a natural 
fit—especially in the con¬ 
text of holding on to our 
best and brightest.

According to the Zodiac cal¬ 
endar we are heading into the 
season of Aquarius, the 
Waterman from Jan. 20 to Feb. 
18. Traditionally this would be 
the time to harvest root crops (in 
the warmer climes) and a good

The newmoon arrives on Jan. 
20 and with it comes the north 
wind until the foil moon of Feb. 
3. 

These are predictions and I 
hope there will be some flex in 
those north winds.

In January, Niagara resi¬ 
dents learned that Bay 
Beach, the 12-storey condo¬ 
minium project in Crystal 
Beach, would not move for- 

On Dec. 31, 2013, con¬ 
struction of the Bay Beach 
project was halted. 

The Burlington-based 
developer didn’t specify why 
it was backing out of the 
project but die decision

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Reservist given opportunities ‘most Canadians wouldn’t have’

What began as a part- 
time opportunity grew into 
a lifelong passion for Major 
Alan Woolley. 

Woolley, a regimental 
officer with the Lincoln and 
Welland Regiment has 
served in the Canadian 
Armed forces since 1974. 

“What started out as a fun 
summer turned into a litde 
more than that,” Woolley 

Although most reservists 
serve on a part-time basis, 
Woolley has found many 
opportunities to work full¬ 
time for the Canadian 
Armed forces. 

Woolley visited the Fort 
Erie Golf Club on Ian. 10 to 
speak to members of the 
Fort Erie Rotary Club. 

Woolley, who resides in 
Fort Erie, has done five 
operational tours across 
Africa and in Afghanistan, 
assisted in peacekeeping, 
disarmament and informa¬ 
tion operations and instruct¬ 
ed a wide variety of military 
courses. 

The reservist worked with 
the disarmament, demobi¬ 
lization and reintegration 
division while in the 
Democratic Republic of 
Congo, he helped rebuild 
the Sierra Leone army and 
prepared it for the with¬ 
drawal of United Nations 
troops and assisted in the 
training African union offi- 

In Afghanistan, Woolley 
was tasked to the 
International Security 
Assistance force as a mentor 
and worked with staff at the 
Afghan National Army 
Command and Staff 
College. 

Working with the armed 
forces, Woolley has travelled 


all over the world and expe¬ 
rienced many different cul- 

In the Democratic 
Republic of Congo, Woolley 
said he witnessed extreme 
poverty and hardship in 
major cities. 

“I became convinced that 
there are no poor people in 
the Congo—not when you 
compare them to people in 
the Congo.” 

One of the biggest prob¬ 
lems for the United Nations 
are child soldiers living in 
the Congo. 

“It’s also a major chal¬ 
lenge for peacekeepers. A 
lot of these kids are on drugs 
and have not had a normal 
life in some time,” Woolley 
said. "When dealing with 
these child soldiers, you 
have to treat them like adults 
until you can get them into a 
situation where they can be 
treated like children again." 

Living in a country rav¬ 
aged by war, Woolley said 
there is alwavs tension in 

"Whenyou’re on apeace¬ 
keeping mission there can 
be a general air of hostility 
but sometimes you might 
not notice it until you come 
home and the pressure is 
off,” Woolley said. 

As apeacekeeper, Woolley 
said it was his job to ensure 
a country's army is properly 
trained and peace is kept 
while it’s “up to the politi¬ 
cians to hammer out a solu¬ 
tion" when there is unrest in 
a country. 

In many countries, 
Woolley wasn’t always able 
to purchase the items he 

“Many times when you 
go into a store, there is only 
one of each item in the store 
and once it is gone, it can be 
sold out for a month of even 


It’s when he can’t have 
his favourite items, some¬ 
thing as simple as red lico¬ 
rice, made Woolley long for 

“That’s why a care pack¬ 
age from home is always 
welcomed,” he laughed. 

Over the years, Woolley 
said his wife, Colette, and 
daughter, Leah, were able to 
visit him while he served 
overseas. 

“It (being a peacekeeper) 
allowed me to do things that 
most Canadians don’t do," 
Woolley said. 

"I was able to do the tour¬ 
ist thing with my wife and 
my daughter. We saw things 
we wouldn’t have otherwise 

Woolley has seen tigers, 
lions and elephants up close 
and has taken in a number 
of sights including the pyra¬ 
mids in Egypt. 

According to Woolley, 
many people don't realize 


the pyramids are surround¬ 
ed by high rises from three 
sides. 

“It’s definitely an eye 
opening experience." 

Woolley doesn’t expect to 
slow down anytime soon. 
When he is not engaged in 
reserve duties, Woolley has 
a career as a military and 
training consultant. This 
week, he was deployed as a 
civilian on a special moni¬ 
toring mission in Ukraine to 
helpkeepthepeace between 
Ukraine and Russian offi- 

“My job is to be the eyes 
and ears on the ground and 
try to keep both sides hon¬ 
est. It’s like refereeing a 
hockey game and if an inci¬ 
dent happens, I report on 
it"

As part of our commitment to ensuring our community has safe drinking water, our 
Community Lead Sampling Program will run again from January 15, 2015 through 
April 15, 2015. 

Potential sources of lead can include lead service piping, older cast iron water 
mains with lead joints, lead based solder in copper plumbing, or some brass fixture 
components in household plumbing. 

Lead pipe service connections have been used to deliver water to homes from the 
distribution pipes since the late 1800s. Older homes (generally those built before the 
mid-1950s) are more likely to have lead connections. Homes constructed prior to the 
mid to late 1980’s may have their plumbing connected with lead base solder. When 
left sitting for a prolonged period (i.e. over six hours) lead can dissolve into drinking 
water from household piping made with these materials. In 1990, the amount of lead 
in solder that could be used in drinking water plumbing was substantially reduced. 
Drinking water distributed by the Town of Fort Erie is extremely low in lead. The 
Town of Fort Erie completes thousands of water sample tests every year to ensure 
you continue to receive water that meets or exceeds the provincial drinking water 
quality standards.

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Plato: Fort Erie saw a strong Anglican following in 1812 


What are some of the 
thoughts about religion 
and the War of 1812? 

This article reflects on 
the religious settings of the 
War of 1812. 

There is little research 
available so I will share 
some of what I know and 
have found. 

There were two main 
groups of Christians back 
then. 

In Lower Canada 
(Quebec) it was predomi¬ 
nately Roman Catholic, 
Here in Upper Canada ( 
Ontario) it was the 
Anglican, Church of 
England. 

In Niagara if you weren’t 
Roman Catholic you were 
Anglican. 

My Plato ancestors were 
of Palatine German 
descent. 

They were of Lutheran 
background. No Lutheran 
preachers in Niagara in 
1812. 

My forebears Peter James 
and Catharine (Bowen) 
Plato in the early 1800s had 
their children baptized at 
St. Paul's Anglican Church 
in Fort Erie. 

It’s in the records. Almost 
everyone then was an 
Anglican. 

No Baptists or other 
denominations back then. 

An itinerant Anglican 
minister would arrive at a 
church in Niagara, “Bring 
your children for baptism," 
Families were large then. 

Three Plato children 
were baptized at one time. 
Who knew when the 
Anglican minister would 

Anglican Padre Mike 
Peterson's research said, 
“Only a handful of Anglican 
parishes dotted Upper 
Canada when hostilities 
between Great Britain and 
the U.S. commenced in 
1812.” Peterson said that 
the Anglican Church sur¬ 
vived as best it could in 
Upper Canada as there was 
always short of trained 
clergy. 

I thought about the sol¬ 
diers stationed at Fort 
Erie. 

Most of them were of 
British descent and thus 
probably of the Anglican 
faith. 


Here in Upper Canada 
only a handfhl of army 
chaplains, all Anglicans, 
were available to support 
the military. 

They included Rev. G. 
Stuart, Rev. John Srtrachn 
and in Niagara the Rev. 
Robert Addison. 

Addison was present in

Was there an Anglican Fort George. He met with 
chaplain at the fort? Yes. In the local families including 



loyalists such as Bowen, 
Miller, Plato andWintemutes 
all of Bertie Township. 

Peterson says, "Later 
(these chaplains) they 
would be joined by military 
chaplains from Great 
Britain. He added,"... each 
chaplain was responsible 
for several hundred soldiers 
and their families.” 

Bibles were available to 
the common soldier who 
could read at his barrack. 

Yes, God was present dur¬ 


ing the War but he 
helpers.
